The nomination 
said: “Many times he 
helped some of the 
older generation in 
shopping or doing 
their DIY jobs. 

“One day he helped 
an elderly lady afraid 
of eviction because 
she was unable to 
clean the home her¬ 
self. 

“David was gone a 
long time from home 
because he had been 
to the flat and 
scrubbed and cleaned 
it from top to bottom 
for her.” 

Mr Cuthbertson has 
also visited people in 
residential homes and 
hospitals for many 
years. 


He joined the RNLI 
in 1989 and went on 
to serve as chairman, 
he has been a church 
reader and also 
served other organi¬ 
sations in the com¬ 
munity. 

The nomination 
concluded: “One 

could go on about his 
kindness and helping 
ways, and what he 
has done for Crewk¬ 
eme. 

“He is a real gen¬ 
uine person who, no 
matter what, is there 
to help anyone in his 
quiet way without 
any fuss.” 

The nomination for 
Simon Colledge de¬ 
scribed him as "a 
quiet, self-effacing 
family man.” 

He moved to Som¬ 
erset at the age of 
eight but has since 


lived in Australia and 
Hampshire. 

Mr Colledge moved 
to Crewkerne in 2000 
and has been in¬ 
volved with many 
local organisations. 

This includes being 
a volunteer at the mu¬ 
seum, a driver for 
Crewkerne Voluntary 
Transport, a member 
of A Better Crewk¬ 
erne & District and 
more.

LIKE many hundreds of others from the sport¬ 
ing community in East Devon and South Som¬ 
erset, I was saddened to hear of the death of 
Frank Huddy - gentleman cricketer, wonderful 
musician and raconteur.

Fixtures between Uplyme and Chardstock 
were always competitive but ultra-friendly, 
especially after the games when we would re¬ 
pair to the The George in Chardstock or Talbot 


Arms in Uplyme to buy jugs of beer for 
dropped catches and listen to Frank’s cricket¬ 
ing tales. Whatever happened to those days? 

Frank had a way with words, both spoken 
and written, and helped to pen a charming his¬ 
tory of Chardstock Cricket Club when they cel¬ 
ebrated their 100th anniversary in 1987. 

In later years meeting Frank at various 
sporting dinners and occasions was always an 
enjoyable experience. He was a lovely man and 
will be greatly missed.

'Momentous’ project to 
help family’s battle 
against rare illness 


STAFF and students at The King’s School in Ot- 
tery St Mary are set to benefit from a six-figure 
government grant, after taking the lead in an 
ambitious new project. 

Education chiefs have agreed to fund the 
school’s innovative “character building” pro¬ 
gramme, following a successful bid. 

Almost £200,000 will be dished out to five East 
Devon schools, which were led by the team from 
King’s during a lengthy application process. 

The money is being used to pilot a new scheme, 
designed to create “inspirational opportunities” 
for students reaching the end of their school lives. 

The innovative programme will focus on build¬ 
ing students’ resilience, leadership, curiosity and 
sense of community through a range of activities. 


LOCAL police have said their decision to set up 
Community Speedwatch teams in Colyford and 
Seaton was justified, after more than 30 mo¬ 
torists were caught breaking the limit at Seaton 
Down Hill in just over an hour. 

The volunteer Speed Watch groups were re¬ 
cently set up in the two communities to target 
with Colyton parish Council offering £250 in 
funding for the Colyford group, and Mayor of 
Colyford Howard West promising to raise a fur¬ 
ther £250 from local residents. 

Community Speed Watch operates through a 
team of volunteers at the side of the road with a 
speed gun. Speeding vehicles’ details are recorded 
and warning letters are sent to the vehicle owner 
together with educational information. 


ILMINSTER 
Fairtrade status first 


A HONITON family has become the first in the 
South West to take part in “ground-breaking” 
new DNA research, which could prove vital in the 
fight against rare health conditions. 

Andrew and Sam Puleston, and their six-year- 
old son Noah, who has moderate to severe learn¬ 
ing difficulties, are the focal point of a pioneering 
new research project at the RD&E in Exeter. 

The innovative scheme could help the family fi¬ 
nally get to the bottom of Noah’s mysterious con¬ 
dition, which has baffled doctors for years. 

Now they have a chance to unlock the mystery 
with a much clearer diagnosis, thanks to the hos¬ 
pital’s exciting new project - which scientists be¬ 
lieve has the potential to “transform the future of 
healthcare.” 

The project involves collecting and sequencing 
100,000 sets of genes donated by people across 
England, which will enable doctors to understand 
more about rare diseases and cancer. 

Top scientists will look closely at Andrew and 
Sam’s ‘genomes’, before comparing the DNA to 
Noah’s. 

Leading professors have heralded the project as 
a “momentous” day in the field, putting the South 
West at the heart of global genomics research.

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Offwell to lose 


AN EAST Devon village is set 
to lose its local shop and post 
point, after more than a decade 
at the heart of the community. 

Residents in Offwell, near 
Honiton, will find themselves 
without the “vital” community 
amenity next month, due 
to a breakdown in discuss¬ 
ions between the group that cur¬ 
rently runs the shop and its land¬ 
lord. 

The Offwell Rural Services 


Association (ORSA) says it will 
be closing the shop at the end of 
May, having been unable to 
reach an agreement with its 
landlord over the siting of a new 
shop on the recreation ground 
alongside. 

The disagreement means the 
organisation will stop trading 
after more than 11 years in the 
village. 

Lynn Whithear, representing 
ORSA, said: “Despite over¬ 


whelming local support, ORSA 
finds that they are unable to sus¬ 
tain the service provided from 
the current site. 

“Trading figures have been de¬ 
clining and efforts to provide a 
better and more up-to-date serv¬ 
ice from new premises have 
been to no avail.” 

The group says its attempts to 
move had been “thwarted” by 
the “intransigent attitude” of 
Sport England, which objected

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in sheep worrying during a crucial time in the de¬ 
velopment of young lambs and ewes. 

Three dead lambs were found in the parklands of 
Montacute House on Friday, April 17th, all a result of 
dog attacks. 

A spokesman said: “Grazing livestock are an inte¬ 
gral part of the Somerset countryside and dog 
owners should always expect to encounter cattle 
or sheep infields. 

“It is vital that all dogs are kept on a lead when you 
come across livestock in fields with young, partic¬ 
ularly ewes and lambs. 

“So many times we hear from dog owners that 
their dog won't chase sheep; this just isn't true, 
their instinct is to hunt, and unfortunately this lack 
of understanding has led to the mauling and death 
of many ewes and lambs over the years.” 

From mid-April, the farm tenant who farms land 
on both the 300-acre Montacute House National 
Trust site and South Somerset District Council's 
390-acre Ham Hill site will start to return ewes with 
lambs back to the parkland and field areas where 
they have an abundance of fresh grass to graze on. 

During this time, dog walkers are asked to help 
support both sites and keep their dogs on a lead at 
all times where sheep are present. 

Katy Menday, countryside manager at South 
Somerset District Council, said: “The Country Park 
at Ham Hill and the parklands of Montacute are 
lucky enough to share a tenant grazier who takes 
great care of their cows and sheep. 

“Signs are always erected on the gateways advis¬ 
ing the walking public when livestock are in place, 
so please make sure your dogs are on a lead. 

“Hie district council and farmer are prepared to 


take the strongest course of action if an out of con¬ 
trol dog is caught worrying sheep. If you are wit¬ 
ness to such an incident please do call the farmer 
or ranger teams; the mobile numbers are on the 
gateway posters. 

“A dog attack is very traumatic for the whole 
flock. Sheep and their lambs have been known to 
die simply from shock, although usually the 
wounds inflicted by just one dog bite are sufficient 
to kill. If a ewe loses her lamb in an attack she is 
then likely to succumb to mastitis, which can also 
be fatal.” 

George Holmes, South Somerset Area Ranger 
from the National Trust, added: “Dogs off leads and 
resulting sheep worrying is becoming a real issue in 
Montacute House Parkland and the Old Park be¬ 
hind All Saints School. 

“We are finding an increasing number of dog 
walkers are ignoring our ‘dogs on leads' notices and 
requests from staff and volunteers. It's very wor¬ 
rying, and unfortunately it's likely that we will end 
up with our tenant's lambs being attacked. We al¬ 
ways believe our own dogs would never worry 
sheep, but it can and does happen. 

“Hie National Trust encourages our visitors and 
local population to explore this beautiful setting, but 
would like to highlight that this working farmland 
and its occupants are given the respect it needs at 
this very important time”. 

South Somerset District Council and the National 
Trust will now work together to produce some 
leaflets which will detail walks that dog walkers can 
take which will avoid land where the sheep are cur¬ 
rently grazing. Hie trails will take you across both 
sites at Montacute House and Ham Hill.

CREWKERNE-based pool 
constructor Kingcombe 
Aquae are is applying the fin¬ 
ishing touches to the UK’s first 
public natural swimming pond, 
set to open this spring at Kings 
Cross in London. 

Kingcombe staff have been 
working on the construction of 
the pond with the King’s Cross 
Development Partnership and 
contractors Carillion since No¬ 
vember 2014. 

Over the last few weeks, the 
Kingcombe team has been car¬ 
rying out the final balancing 
tests on the water’s natural nu¬ 
trient content. Now, they are 
completing the planting which 
plays a vital role in the pond’s 
natural filtration. 

The plants, many of which 
are still dormant at this stage, 
and some of which have come 
from Kingcombe’s nursery in 
Hooke, near Beaminster, in¬ 
clude hundreds of oxygenating 
plants such as Elodea 
Canadensis, Lagorosiphon 
major (Curly waterweed) and 
Myriophyllum spicatum 
(Water Milfoil). 

Also featuring are two 
species of Phragmites commu¬ 
nis (Norfolk Reed), ornamental 
Iris pseudacorus (Flag Iris) and 
species of water lilies Nuphar 


lutea (Brandy Bottle) and the 
white Nymphaea Alba. 

Kingcombe chairman John 
Colton said: “The Kings Cross 
Pond project has gone ex¬ 
tremely well and we are de¬ 
lighted to be completing the 
final stages now with the all- 
important planting. 

“The plants will take time to 
establish fully but we hope by 
midsummer swimmers will be 
able to enjoy the array of beau¬ 
tiful plants and also the variety 
of insects and wildlife that the 
planted zone will attract. 

“We hope this high profile 


site at King’s Cross will 
demonstrate the many benefits 
of natural swimming ponds to 
a wider audience and we hope 
this is the first of many public 
natural swimming ponds to de¬ 
velop across the UK.” 

The majority of the plants are 
being planted bare root to en¬ 
sure they don’t bring additional 
nutrients into the water. 

Others will be planted in the 
margins in special pots which 
fertilise the plants without en¬ 
riching the water, to avoid the 
development of algae. 

The natural bathing pond has 


been designed as an art instal¬ 
lation entitled Of Soil and 
Water: King’s Cross Pond Club 
and it sits in the centre of the 
King’s Cross development site. 

The original concept for the 
swimming pond was created 
by Ooze Architects (Eva 
Pfannes & Sylvain Hartenberg) 
and artist Marjetica Potrc. 

The installation aims to make 
people think about the relation¬ 
ship between nature and the 
urban environment - the per¬ 
manence of buildings and the 
changing nature of undevel¬ 
oped spaces.

SSDC would like to offer the 
following advice to postal voters 
to make sure that ballot papers can 
be accepted and ensure that their 
vote counts: 

• Put your date of birth where in¬ 
dicated, not the date you sign the 
Postal Voting Statement. Your 
postal vote will be rejected other¬ 
wise; 

• Sign the Postal Voting State¬ 
ment where indicated. If the sig¬ 
nature does not match the one 
SSDC holds, the postal vote will 
be rejected. 

• Couples must ensure they do 
not mix up their paperwork. Postal 
vote statements are sent each elec¬ 
tion where partners have signed 
the other person’s statement and 


vice versa. Both postal votes will 
be rejected if this happens. 

• Make sure you put your correct 
date of birth - don’t guess! It is 
surprising how many postal voting 
statements are sent where the date 
of birth is different to the date of 
birth the elector has supplied when 
applying for a postal vote. If the 


dates do not match, your postal 
vote will be rejected. 

• Please take the time to read the 
instructions carefully to ensure 
your vote counts. 

Ian Clarke, electoral registration 
officer for South Somerset District 
Council, said, “As electors have 
made the effort to return a postal 


vote, we don’t like to reject them 
without good reason, but if the 
signatures and/or dates of birth do 
not match what we hold, we really 
don’t have any choice but to reject 
them. Make sure you read the in¬ 
structions provided within your 
postal voting pack so that your 
vote counts.”

“Depending on what you have planned, the County 
Council and other authorities may be able to help. 

“If you are planning to hold an event, you do need to 
have everything in place on the day. You should also 
let the emergency services know of your plans if you 
are intending to construct a bonfire beacon. 

“You may need to get in touch with Somerset 
County Council as the Highways Authority if you want 
to close a road to hold a street party, or to discuss how 
rights of way might be affected, for example. 

“Chances are you won’t need planning permission 
for a bonfire beacon, but if you’re intending to con¬ 
struct one within or on a building or within the cur¬ 
tilage of a building, you ought to check with your 
district or borough council’s planning department. 

“Then there’s making sure you have the correct li¬ 
censing for public entertainment or selling alcohol, 
which you’ll also need to contact your district or bor¬ 
ough council for. Appropriate insurance, and arranging 
litter disposal after the event, is also essential."

cium and uric acid, stimulate blood circulation and pro¬ 
mote healing of both body and mind. 

What does it involve? 

The practitioner will begin by taking details of the client’s 
medical history and lifestyle. The client will be asked to 
remove only their footwear. The client, fully clothed apart 
from their feet, will lie on a massage couch or sit in a com¬ 
fortable chair whilst the practitioner works on their feet and 
ankles. 

Gentle pressure is applied to each pressure point and, 
where there are corresponding physical problems, the 
client may experience some slight discomfort and/or the 
therapist may feel some blockages in the area. For exam¬ 
ple, when the practitioner touches the reflex point that cor¬ 
responds to the gall bladder, if the client has a problem with 
that organ, then some discomfort may be felt in the foot. 

Generally, most clients report that a reflexology treat¬ 
ment is wonderfully relaxing and soothing, and many peo¬ 
ple fall asleep. Each session will last about an hour and, in 
most cases, a series of sessions are necessary to resolve 
any problems. Some clients book a regularly weekly or 
monthly session as a preventative measure, to keep their 
systems balanced and in good working order. 

What is it good for? 

Reflexology can be used to treat a wide range of disor¬ 
ders including skin and respiratory conditions, migraine, 
PMS and menopausal problems, chronic fatigue, stress, de¬ 
pression and anxiety. 

What are the benefits? 

Reflexology can be used both to help with conditions 
such as, for example, eczema, bronchitis or insomnia for 
which the client is seeking immediate treatment; or it can 
be used to keep the body’s energy flowing and the mind in 
balance.

lace wedding dresses 



LACE is an eternally beautiful material for wedding dresses, and it’s 
a style that has lasted for centuries in the fashion world. It’s a 
favourite amongst designers worldwide, its reputation huge. And it’s 
not hard to see why! 

Wedding Dress 
Fashion Trends 

Lace seems to be everywhere, and the biggest designers are using it 
all over the world. They have been for years! Its regard may in part be 
due to the fine craftsmanship that is handmade lace, but the popu¬ 
larity of the white lace wedding dress is often attributed to Queen Vic¬ 
toria’s marriage to Prince Albert in her lace-trimmed gown, train, and 
veil.

JAMES Trewick and Shaun Denslow 
lined up on the start of the World’s 
third largest marathon alongside 
56,000 runners on the Champs-Ely- 
sees, Paris, in glorious sunshine in 
their first ever races over the distance.

The last mile was a slog, 
with James finally finishing in 3:15:46 
and 3,011th place - a superb marathon 
debut.
